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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-11, 13-1 8, 20 and 34-37 in the reply 
filed on Sep. 16, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 
examination would not be a serious burden on the Examiner. This is not found 
persuasive because the container combination with knobs does not required the handle 
subcombination for patentability and the subcombination has separate utility. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 6-10, 34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, it is not clear how the "two radially spaced openings" are structurally 
related to the "at least one opening" stated in claim 5. Are the openings 
additional elements or a further limitation of said at least one opening. Further it 
is not clear how the openings are structurally and functionally related to the 
handle to affect the operation. 

Claim 34 is a duplicate of claim 14 and claim 35 is a duplicate of claim 20. It is 
not clear whether the duplicates have other intended meanings. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 -4, 1 1 , 1 5-1 7 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Thompson (4,257,525). See embodiment of figures 13-16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 5-10, 13, 14, 18, 20, 34, 35, and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Thompson '525. 

'525 discloses the invention as claimed but for the relative diameters (claims 13, 
14, 34). It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to form the end portions 
of '525 with a diameter greater than that of the central portion, since such a modification 
would have involved a mere change in the size of a component. A change in size is 
generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 
USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 
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As to claim 18, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to make 
the different portions of the knobs cylindrical or of whatever form or shape was desired 
or expedient. A change in form or shape is generally recognized as being within the 
level of ordinary skill in the art, absent any showing of unexpected results. In re Dailey 
etal., 149 USPQ 47. 

As to claims 20 and 35, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to form the tubular member from metal or 
plywood, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to 
select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of 
obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

As to claims 37, '525 teaches "rotating slightly the handle" for alignment purpose 
(col. 9, lines 1-4). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to rotate about 90 degrees, since it has been held that 
where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the 
optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 
233. 

As to claims 6-10, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to 
modify the central portion of '525 with at least one opening, since applicant has not 
disclosed that forming openings solves any stated problem or is for any particular 
purpose and it appears that the handle without openings would perform equally well. In 
re Kuhle, 188 USPQ 7.
